Grover Cleveland did a wise thing 
in keeping away from the re- 
cent meeting in New York city in 
behalf of the Hampton (Va., Negro 
Institute.) He was invited to ad- 
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dress the meeting, as on former oc- 
casions, but he senta letter of re- 
gret. Booker Washington said at 
the meeting that the negro had 
blotted out 55 per cent. of his illit- 
eracy since emancipation. This he 
said to draw further aid for negro 
education from such means. An- 
drew Carnegie, who was chairman 


of the meeting, but he forgot to 


say that since emancipation, the 
negro also had blotted out about 
90 per cent of his useful industry. 

While Chicago negroes are spread- 
ing the fame of their race by vice 
and pen, other people in Illinois 
have become so surfeited with negro 
crime that they are proposing ways 
and means to get every negro out 
of the state. 

This rather exceeds anything yet 
proposed inthe South, but it shows 
how little inclined the North is to 
dally with the negro problem when 
it is brought home to its own doors. 
If matters goon the educators of 
the negro will have to turn tbeir 
attention to getting him a place to 
merely live and root.

The coroner’s 
jury gave a verdict of ‘‘suicide 
from bullet wounds.” The next 
day she buried her husband in 
Mount Hope cemetery. 

“I. knew I. was not suspected of 


kiling him, declaired Mrs. Olsen, 


butevery moment since that terrible 
one when I shot. him as he lay 
asleep has been an awful ordeal for 
me. For three days and nights I 
saw him constantly before me. At 
night I sat in. my parlor with a 


light beside me on the table. I 
. feared the dark, because when the 


light was gone streaks of red flame 
came’ from the blackness. around 
me and shot into my eyes. They 
seemed to come from a hand 
stretched out towards me. I never 
saw a body—just a hand and face— 


the face of my husband with the 


two bullet woundsin the side of his 
head where I had shot him. 

‘One night I looked out of the 
window and sew my husband stand- 
ing in the snow pointing a revolver 
at me. He was covered with blood 
all except his eyes. I fainted. 
When I came to my senses I went 
to the police and told them that I 
had killed him. They didn’t be- 


lieve at first, but its true—its true.” 


Investigation by the police proved 
every part of the woman’s story 
true except the single fact of the 
murder. Olsen's body was exhumed 
and instead of the single bullet 
wound in the head first reported 
by the coroner’s jury two were 
found,corroborating the wifs’s self- 
accusation. The inquest was re- 
opened and Mrs. Olsen was held to 
the grand jury on her own confes- 
sion.— Light of Truth.

They have had no special oppor- 
tunities to obtain technical or any 
other kind of knowledge, and the 
strong probabilities are that’ they 
are unable to communicate with 
those they left by reason of their 
ignorance of the necessary laws, 
then why should ‘‘meditims” claim 
so often that they can put them in 
communication with their loved 
ones? 

It is largely through the ignor- 
ance of such mediums and equally 
the ignorance of those who are will- 
ing to believe it. 

No absolute guide can be given, 
but when a spirit has passed over 
after a long and wasting: sickness, 
it is hardly probable that spirit can 
come back in a short time and give 
a truthful statement as- to the 
beauties of their home. l 

Neither does a person who was 
notoriously ignorant of business 
conditions while in the body be- 
come a safe guide in speculation or 
other business when ushered into 
the realms of spirit. 

Let Spiritualists use a little com- 
mon sense in dealing with all com- 
munications, and let the mediums 
also use common sense in giving
